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Minnesota Rules: Amendments and Additions 	
NOTICE: How to Follow State Agency Rulemaking in the State Register 

The State Register is the official source, and only complete listing, for all State agency rulemaking in its various stages. State agencies are 
required to publish notice of their rulemaking action in the State Register. Published every Monday. the State Register makes it easy to follow and 
participate in the important rulemaking process. Approximately 75 state agencies have the authority to issue rules. Each agency is assigned specific 
Minnesota Rule chapter numbers. Every odd-numbered year the Minnesota Rules are published. This is a ten-volume bound collection of all 
adopted rules in effect at the time. Supplements are published to update this set of rules. Proposed and adopted emergency rules do not appear in this 
set because of their short-term nature, but are published in the State Register. 

If an agency seeks outside opinion before issuing new rules or rule amendments, it must publish a NOTICE OF INTENT TO SOLICIT 
OUTSIDE OPINION in the Official Notices section of the State Register. When rules are first drafted, state agencies publish them as Proposed 
Rules, along with a notice of hearing, or notice of intent to adopt rules without a hearing in the case of noncontroversial rules. This notice asks for 
comment on the rules as proposed. Proposed emergency rules and withdrawn proposed rules are also published in the State Register. After proposed 
rules have gone through the comment period, and have been rewritten into their final form, they again appear in the State Register a^ Adopted 
Rules. These final adopted rules are not printed in their entirety in the State Register, only the changes made since their publication as Proposed 
Rules. To see the full rule, as adopted and in effect, a person simply needs two issues of the State Register, the issue the rule appeared in as pro-
posed, and later as adopted. For a more detailed description of the rulemaking process, see the Minnesota Guidebook to State Agency Services. 

The State Register features partial and cumulative listings of rules in this section on the following schedule: issues 1-I 3 inclusive; issues 14-25 
inclusive; issue 26, cumulative for issues 1-26; issues 27-38 inclusive; issue 39, cumulative for 1-39; issues 40-5 1 inclusive; and issue 52, cumulative 
for 1-52.

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Proposed Rules 
Pursuant to Minn. Stat. § 14.22, an agency may propose to adopt, amend, suspend or repeal rules without first holding a public hearing, as long 
as the agency determines that the rules will be noncontroversial in nature. The agency must first publish a notice of intent to adopt rules 
without a public hearing, together with the proposed rules, in the State Register. The notice must advise the public: 

I. that they have 30 days in which to submit comment on the proposed rules; 
2. that no public hearing will be held unless 25 or more persons make a written request for a hearing within the 30-day comment period; 
3. of the manner in which persons shall request a hearing on the proposed rules; and 
4. that the rule may be modified if the modifications are supported by the data and views submitted 
If, during the 30-day comment period, 25 or more persons submit to the agency a written request for a hearing of the proposed rules, the 

agency must proceed under the provisions of § 14.14-14.20, which state that if an agency decides to hold a public hearing, it must publish a 
notice of intent in the State Register. 

Pursuant to Minn. Stat. § 14.29 and 14.30, agencies may propose emergency rules under certain circumstances. Proposed emergency 
rules are published in the State Register and, for at least 25 days thereafter, interested persons may submit data and views in writing to the 
proposing agency.

The proposed amendments are about purchasing of and record keeping for restricted 
use pesticides. The statutory authority to adopt these amendments is Minnesota Statutes, section 1 8B.06. A copy of the proposed 
amendments is published in the State Register and attached to this notice as mailed. 

Comments. You have until 4:30 p.m. June 21, 1995, to submit written comment in support of or in opposition to the proposed 
amendments or any subpart of the amendments. Your comments must be in writing and received by the agency contact person by 
the due date. Comment is encouraged. Your comments should identify the portion of the proposed amendments addressed, the 
reason for the comment, and any change proposed. 

Request for a Hearing. In addition to submitting comments, you may also request that a hearing be held on the amendments. 
Your request for a public hearing must be in writing and must be received by the agency contact person by 4:30 p.m. on June 21, 
1995. Your written request for a public hearing must include your name and address. You are encouraged to identify the portion of 
the proposed amendments which caused your request, the reason for the request, and any changes you want made to the proposed 
amendments. If 25 or more persons submit a written request for a hearing, a public hearing will be held unless a sufficient number 
withdraw their request in writing. If a public hearing is required, the department will proceed according to Minnesota Statutes, sec-
tions 14.13 1-14.20. 

Modifications. The proposed amendments may be modified as a result of public comment. The modifications must be supported 
by the data and views submitted to the department and may not result in a substantial change in the proposed amendments as 
attached and printed in the State Register. If the proposed amendments affect you in any way, you are encouraged to participate in 
the rulemaking process.

Small Business Considerations. Many businesses affected by this rule would be defined as a small business according to 
Minnesota Statutes, section 14.115. Requirements of the rule are not less stringent for small business than others because the 
department must not allow the sale of restricted use pesticides to uncertified persons. However, the rules were written to keep 
record keeping and reporting requirements consistent with statute. 

Adoption and Review of the Rules. If no hearing is required, after the end of the comment period the department may adopt the 
amendments. The amendments and supporting documents will then be submitted to the Attorney General for review as to legality 
and form to the extent that form relates to legality. You may request to be notified of the date the amendments are submitted to the 
Attorney General or be notified of the Attorney General's decision on the amendments. If you wish to be so notified or wish to 
receive a copy of the adopted amendments, submit your request to the department contact person listed above.

MPCA staff wishes to clarify when changes in ownership or control require modifications of a facility 
permit. MPCA staff wishes to change annual reporting deadlines for solid waste facilities from February 1 to March 1, and to have 
this date apply to industrial solid waste landfills, which now must report quarterly. MPCA staff wishes to have the rule relating to 
the MPCA's authority to deny continued operation apply not merely to land disposal facilities, but to all types of permitted solid 
waste facilities. MPCA staff is interested in incorporating waste prevention, reuse and recycling opportunities into the subject 
matter of the rules, where appropriate. In the interest of reducing accounting problems for clients and the MPCA, MPCA staff 
wishes to alter the means of fee payment for certification of solid waste facility operators and inspectors from two separate fees to a 
single initial payment, half of which would be refundable for persons failing to pass the examination. MPCA staff also wishes to 
have certification requirements for operators of industrial solid waste landfills match those for operators of mixed municipal solid 
waste (MMSW) landfills. 

While not intending to modify the rules to require that industrial solid waste landfills have design and operational requirements 
equivalent to those for MMSW landfills, MPCA staff wishes to clarify how the MPCA can incorporate selected MMSW landfill 
rules into the permits drafted for specific industrial landfills, based on the circumstances and waste characteristics of each landfill. 
MPCA wishes to modify definitions that would clarify acceptable materials in demolition landfills; design capacity of a landfill; 
and proper management of leachate. MPCA staff will be considering additional limitations on, or elimination of, permit-by-rule 
provisions for land disposal of demolition debris. As to permitted demolition-debris landfills, MPCA staff is considering changes 
to the locational requirements, annual survey requirements, additional water quality monitoring, and hydrogeoligic evaluation 
requirements included in permitting. MPCA staff is amending financial assurance requirements at solid waste disposal facilities, 
including changes to the letter of credit mechanism and surety bonds to match more closely costs that have accrued at a given point 
in time; changes to self-insurance mechanisms for more flexibility and to match accrued costs more closely; changes to reporting 
requirements; and changes to the method for calculating present value cost estimates and trust fund payments. MPCA staff is con-
sidering updates to requirements for transfer stations to more closely follow advances in technology and business practices. MPCA 
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staff is also considering changes to the rules governing the collection and transportation of solid waste that would require reporting 
by solid waste collectors on a statewide basis. 

MPCA staff is also considering changes intended to update siting, operational, closure and post-closure requirements at mixed 
municipal waste land disposal facilities. Many of these changes relate to the monitoring of, and criteria for, landfill gas migration 
and groundwater contamination. Other changes are intended to bring Minnesota landfill requirements into conformance with 
federal standards, to reduce or eliminate surveying requirements after closure, to incorporate Health Risk Limit criteria and to 
specify when active collection of landfill gas is required.
